SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording depicts SM related activities concerning dominance and submission, 
with a focus upon discipline and bondage. Extensive sessions of restraint, spanking and 
whipping are noted. On occasion the female’s back and buttocks appear red with welt 
marks. However, all of the activity presents as consensual with an emphasis upon safe 
practices, the physical comfort and sexual arousal of the individual playing the submissive. 

A written submission from Mr Wayne Moyle’s solicitor indicates that this recording is lor Mr 
Moyle’s private use only. 

In consideration of Section 3 of the Act and Section 14 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights 
Act 1990, and Mr Moyle’s written submission the availability of the video recording is 
restricted to Mr Moyle.
